WOMAN SURGESTS 


Instead of penitentiary sentences 
for crimeg against property, Miss 
Caroline Thummel, woman lawyer 
and suffragist, would substitute sen- 
tences to useful labor at standard 
wages until the offenders had repaid 
the persons defrauded. 

This idea was presented to the 
Woman’s State Bar Association at a 
meeting at the Planters Hotel Thurs- 
day night. She declared also that. she 
was oposed to penitentiary sentences 
for crime, believing that most crimi- 
nals were insane and should be con- 
fined in asylums, 

The association adopted a resolu- 
tion requesting Circuit Attorney- 
elect Thomas B. Harvey to appoint 
one woman assistant prosecutor. It 
also appointed a committee to write 
a bill requirifig all city and charitable 
institutions caring for women to have 
at least one woman physician on their 
staffs. 

On matters of taxation, the asociation 
decided to present to the next Legisia- 
ture a bill providing that only taxpay- 
ers should have the right to vote on any 
proposition dealing with that subject. 

Miss Thummel, as a lawyer, has tak- 
en.an advanced stand on many socialog- 
ical matters. Shemts declared that the 
day of the broom, scrub brush, skillet 
and frying pan for women is coming to 
a speedy end, and that women will de- 
vote their time and talents to more use- 
ful work. 

She practices law in all the State and 
Federal courts of St. Louis, and devotes 
her leisure to the .study of. the. im- 
portant problems affecting the public 
welfare. She thinks that women should 
have the right to propose marriage to 
men, if they find the men timid. :

Lawyers Think Judge Muench 
“Has Set Precedent in 
Heirship Cases. 


The decision by which 8year-old Louis 
Bernero of 849 Maple avenue lost the 
$1,000,000 estate of his foster grandmoth- 
er, Mrs. Theresa L. Bernero, who died 
July 15, 1911, according to lawyers, prob- 
ably will pass into legal history as a 
precedent for the eourts of this and 


other states to follow. An appeal te the 
Supreme Court will be taken by the 
boy’s attorney, Thomas D. Cannon. 

The precise point involved never had 
been adjudicated in a Missouri court, 
and Judge Muench, in order to be sure 
of his ground and return a decision that 
would stand the test of time, withheld 
judgment two months. In that time 
he consulted many works of reference 
to determine whether the descendants of 
an adopted child can be accounted heirs 
of the adopter, when the adopted child 
dies before the testator. 

In his research work he read from the 


laws of this and other countries, an-j; 


clent: as well as modern, investigating, 
&mong other things, the legal code of 
the great Babylonian king, Hammurabi, 
or Khammurabi, who died about 213

Warrior and Law Maker. 
Hammurabi, besides being renowned 


as a conqueror, was one of the ablest 
iegislators on ancient times. Knowledge 
of his reign has increased rapidly in 
recent years and was greatly augment- 
ed in the winter of 191 when an English 


archeologist, J. de Morgan, discovered |] 


at the site of ancient Susa, an immense 
steele, or stone slab, on which was an 
‘nscription containing about nine-tenths 
of the code. 

Susa Was the capital of Susiana, over 
which Hammurabi had extended his 
dominion, and the stele is supposed by 
historians to have been intended for the 
guidance of that country in matters of 
law. The same code, however, is be- 
lieved by authorities to have been in 
furce in Babylonia, the central pro- 
vince of Hammurabi’s empire. 

That part of the code found on the 
stele apears in 40 columns. In the 
280 edicts engraved there to endure 
for centuries, Hammurabi.dealt min- 


| utely with the various situations in 


life that must be considered [In the 
administration of justice. Because of 
polygamy and the many different 
gradations of, society at that time. 
legal problems were no less puzzling 
than today: but so comprehensively 
did Hammurabi construct the law 
thath si code still is influential in 
questions of jurisprudence. 

The ~wde is suposed to have been 
used in Syria, as well as Babylonia 
and Suétana, and this, historians be- 
lieve, accounts for ‘thé similarity be- 
tween many statutes in the laws of 
| Hammurabi and those in the laws of 


' Tsrael. 


On the stele discovered by the De 
Morgan party there is an immense 
bas-relief showing the Sun-God de- 
livering the laws of Hammurabi.

Attorneys belfeev Judge Muench’s 


decision »in the Bernero will case 
would be sustained by higher courts 
if an apeal should be taken. The 
reason is that the Supreme Court re- 
cently decided against the boy In a 
suit to quiet title to property at 
Ninth street and Washington avenue. 

The defendants in both cases were 
Mrs. Clotilda Longinotti, a sister of Mrs. 
Theresa Bernero: Mrs. Longinottf’s 11 
children; several charitable institutions 
to which minor bequests were made, and 
the St. Louls Union Trust Co., executor 
of the estate. 

Louis Bernero is the son of Emanuel 
Bernero, who was adopted by Mrs. Ber- 
nero and her husband, Louis Bernero, 
who died in 190%. Hmanuel Bernero died 
about two years ago. 

Ten thousand dollars, to’be used for 
his education, was bequeathed to little 
Louis Bernero, but the bulk of the es- 
tate went to the Longinottis. Through 
his mother, Mrs. Lorraine Bernero, as 
best friend, the boy sued for the estate 
on the ground that he was the direct 
heir of Louls and Theresa — 


Not of Blood, Not arm Hei 
The defense argued that the child, net 


being related by blood to the testator, 
was not an heir, and would lose his $10,- 
000, besides being unable to share in the 
estate, if the will were broken. 


This, in effect, was Judge Muench’s 


decision. He ruled that the relation be- 


_tween Louis Bernero and the testator 


was contractorial, rather than of blood. 
He pointed out further that the descend- 
ants of an adopted child cannot be 
heirs of the adoptor, unless the adopted 
child by surviving the adoptor, inherits 
the estate diragt.

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“DEALS GAMBLING 


Two Receat Governors of ‘New 
York Body So Admit at House ° 
Money Trust Heafing. 








By Associated Press. } 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13—Two Gov- 
ernors of the New York Stock Exchange 
today told the House Money Trust In- 
vestigating Committee that at least a 
part of the transactions in the stock 
market were of a gambling nature. 
Frank K. Sturgis and Rudolph Keppler 
were the witnesses unfer examination. 
Both are former presidents of the ex- 
change. 

‘Sturgis was led sby Counsel Untermy- 
ex for the committee through a long dis- 
cussion of the moral aspect. of short 
sales or sales of stock which the seller 
does not possess. He admitted that per- 
sonally he believed the moral obloquy 
of such a transaction overcame any ar- 
gument in its favor. 

Defines Exchange Duty. 

“It is not -part of my duty to urge 
moral reforms upon the community,” 
said Sturgis. He took ‘the same stand as 
to manipulation of stock*to a higher or | 
lower level by cross‘sales and pur- 
chases, declaring that the exchange, as 
such, did not — such transac- 
tions. 

Sturgis held that the “duty of the 
Stock Exchange toward: the. public is 
only to see that a proper place is main- 
tained for buying and selling, and that 
proper restrictions are observed.” — 

On the question of short sales, Un- 
termyer asked: ° * 

“As a matter of fact short selling is 
just gambling, pure and simple?’’ 

‘Yes, very jargely that,’’ replied Stur- 
gis. 

The witness said that he did not be- 
eve the Stock Exchange was,guilty of 
misleading banks as to the value of 
securities manipulated.

Before National Press Club. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispetch,, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Ledé by Gov- 
ernor-elect Sulzer of New York and 
Representative Stanley of. Kentucky, 
the knock-kneed members of the Na- 
tional Press Club last right fought a 
drawn battle with the bow-leggéd mem- 
bers, who were led by Senator Penrose 
of Pennsylvania and Senator Gore of 

Oklahoma. * 
The fight centered around the ques- 
tion whether bowlegs are a greater 
menace to navigation (on foot) than 
knock knees. After 40 mi s of the 
hottest kind of forensic charging on the 
part of the leaders, John Hays. Ham- 
mond, the mining @hgineer, who was 
selected as a referee because he has 
straight legs, —— the cortest a 
draw. — 

Frederick Haskin, president of the 
National Press Club, marked out the 
field of battle, and named the referee. 


He said-he selected Hammond because f 


the latter has tried all forms of naviga- 
tion from) sailing on sunlit seas in a 
private yacht, ys going home, in the 
dark. 

Hammond, — producing evidence 
that he was straight-legged, and able to 
quilify as referee, laid down the rules of 

battle. te 
. Didn’t Question Bowlegs. 

‘After having the leaders shake hands 
in. the center of the arena, “Hammond } 
called on Governor-eltet Sulzer to lead 
the charge. Sulzer said: 

“A bow-legged man is a most unfor- 
tunate man if he depends upoa himself. 
Most of the bow-legged men whom I 
have seen always ride a horse. I have 
seen them on the plains in the North- 
west and in the Southwest,. where, if 
they didn’t have horse they would 
have given a kingdom for one. Whether 
they acquired the bowlegs or inherited 
‘them, I never asked, because many of 
those whom I saw were armed. 

“Medical testimony proves conclusive- 
ly that nearly all ailments, from corns 
te conception, have their inception in 
bowlegs. There aré men making\a liv- 





ing trying to cure bowlegs, but nobody 
ever attempted to cure knock knees. 

“Some of the most celebrated charac- 
ters in history have been knock-kneed 
men. I can point to Moses, thé great 
law giver; to Socrates, the great philoso- 
pher, and I point to Hannibal, the great 
soldier, and’I will wind up my argument 
by saying that: 

“A man knock-kneed 
Is a friend indeed.”’ 

Senator Penrose, leader of the bow- 
legs, stated emphktically that knock 
knees were a.menace to navigation, and 
particularly under the influence ef stim- 
ulants. He said: ; 

“The knock-kneed condition is the re- 
sult of a disease which the surgeons ex- 
plain in various “technical ways. The 
bowlegged condition is due to a. rem- 
nant of our physical trait, when we 
lived in trees, of climbing up them, and 
the’ consequence is that the bow-legged 
man is full of all the’ vigor of the primi- 
tive man. 

Straw Vote on\Train. 

“TI took a straw vote the other day on 
the train between here and Philadel- 
phia on bowlegs and knock knees. I 
found 175 votes in the negative, which I 
believe I represent, and 45 votes in the 
affirmative, and three persons who said 
they still were for Roosevelt.”’ 

“This proposition wins for us,” said 
Senator .Gore, “because when a bow- 
legged man sits down and crosses his 
legs fhe is knock kKneed, and when a 
'knock-kneed man, sits dowh and crosses 
his legs, he is wiegged.”’

Grand Jury Investigated, 

The February grand jury of 1912 took 
the Post-Dispatch’s exclusive article as 
a basis for its investigation of the Pub- 
lic Administrator’s office. It summoned 
as witnesses some of those who made 
the investigation for the Post-Dispatch, 
and George Brand, Clerk of the Probate 
Court, who was in a position to testify 
to the accuracy of the work done. 

The grand jury, on the strength of this 
| testimony, recommended in its report 
i “that all fee offices, notably the Public 
_Adminisgtrator’s office, be — on a 

salary basis,” 
| In discussing this report with a Post- 

Dispatch repormer. one of the: members
